out. When he took charge of the MM 
live affairi of the country, he found officii 
at Wathington who bad been in the e 
ploy of the goverment almost a lifetiu 
and with due regard to his oath, and 
keep the business in line be allowed many 
of them to remain and hold their place* 
although of opposite political faith. Con- 
gress had passed the law and Mr. Cleve- 
land believed in adhering to its require- 
ment! aa much as possible by keeping 
competent men in office, Republican par- 
tisan! though they had proven to be. 
was repeatedly censured and abused by 
member! of bis own party for not making 
a clean sweep of Republican ollice holders, 
but to all appeals and words of warnmg he 
seemed to give but little concern. A man 
of the people and recognizing the respon- 
sibility of tbe high trust to wbich they had 
called him. it was bis purpose to elevate 
rather than lowei tbe standard ot politii 
'I Ins vii shown in all of his handling of 
public affairs. We who stood afar off 
observed hii management of governm 
were too ready to criticise. Ai we believed 
then and now, the proper thing for Mr 
Cleveland to have done was to have J is 
missed Republican employees as fast as b. 
came to tfcem. Such was not in accorJ 
ance with the civil service law, but it ii 
modern politics. Such would have given 
him a longer lease upon the White House 
and kept bis party in power, but ra 
t!ian succumb to the wishes of his t 
f.iithful partisans he ignored them and 
lowed to bis own ideas, lie interpretid 
the civil service law to mean to place quali 
M persons in tbe government Bervice an 
ki-ep them there regardless of politics aui 
changes of administration. This was man- 
ly but it wb! not businesi. It made for 
Mr. Cleveland an admirable record and 
left nothing of which hi! party is ashamed, 
but it was asiuredly the cauae of his ' 
fell. If he had continued President four 
years longer, politics at Washington and 
elsewhere would have been greatly puri- 
fied. 

But as things now stand we are about to 
loose hope. There is President Harrison 
who to judge him by bis short 
ficial control, is hardly aware that we have 
a civil service system. He ii a mere fig- 
ure bead, moving at the commuud of hie 
lurbordinate!. Tbire is no comparison 
between him and his predecessor in ex- 
ecutive ability. Distrust, diBsalisfactiou
